Condon, an aged educator, indicated 


that new negotiations arc under way 
to get the baby from the persons who 
took the $50.000 ransom and then ran 
out on their promise to restore the 
baby, as he returned Wednesday 
morning from a mysterious night 
journey. 


In a statement Wednesday morning, 


Dr. Condon said "I'm convinced that I 
had contact with the kidnapers and I 
still have contact with them." 


I have never identified them or said 


a word against them. 
_"My life would not be worth any- 
thing if I said anything against them."

of Los Angeles, the only other defend- 
ant whose case was passed on by the 
jury was acquitted. 


The list of defendants was cut to 


two in the ufternoon when Judge W. 
I. Grubb, holding that, the prosecution 
had not made a case against them, di- 
rected dismissal of three of the accus- 
ed. 


Those freed by the judge's order 


were A. W. Brisco of Montgomery, 
Ala., W. P. Patterson of Pea Ridge, 
Ark., and 
A. G. Ingalls, Eureka 


Springs, Ark. 


Little and five others who pleaded 


guilty prior to the opening of the trial 
will be sentenced Wednesday. 


Moore, Ingalls and Patterson, the 


first wtnesscs called after the govern- 
ment had rested, explained their as- 
sociation with the Citizens Life Com- 
pany. 


Moore testified he was employed by 


the company as an office helper, soon 
after its organization, and later ad- 
vanced to general manager. He identi- 
fied shares of stock which he said he 
signed, made out to himself and turn- 
ed over to Little as a favor. 


Ingalls and Patterson said they were 


not connected directly with the com- 
pany, but were employed by its sub- 
sidiaries. Egbert 
E. Randel, Little 


Rock, one of the five former officials, 
who pleaded guilty, said he was one 
of the company's organizers, but that 
his work had been principally with its 
iubsid'aries in Texas. 


The closes against the remaining de- 


fendants were placed in the hands of 
the jury late in the afternoon and the 
jury had not reported early Tuesday 
night.

The Hempstead County Loan Com- 


mittee has received the following com- 
munication from the Memphis Loan 
Office regarding the federal policy on 
1932 crop loans: 


"Ar. a first principle, it is our de- 


sire to make loans on a basis equitable 
both to the borrower and to the gov- 
ernment, realizing that an inadequate 
financing program is of no avail to 
the borrower; on the other hand, we 
want to make collectible loans. 


"We are taking into consideration in 


passing on loans (1) the departmental 
regulations, (2) the borrower's ability 
to pay, as reflected from his applica- 
tion, basing our conclusions on the 
rcsultf of his crop production for the 
ycarc 1930 and 1931, and on his pro- 
gram for the year 1932, basing his abil- 
ity to repay, of course, on the present 
crop prices, (3) the committee's char- 
acter recommendation—his present in- 
debtedness and labor available. 


"We find in some sections that bor- 


rowers are expecting to get loans in 
amounts and on the same basis as in 
prior years. We must keep in mind 
that the cost of producing a crop this 
year will be much below the cost of 
1930 and 1931, and the value of farm 
products has declined considerably. 


"We are keeping in mind 
money 


available. In 1931 the Memphis office 
loaned on 
120,000 
applications, in 


round numbers, $22,000,000 out of ap- 
proximately $47,000,000 appropriation 
thatt was used in drouth areas of the 
United States. This year money avail- 
able must be divided among the seven 
regional districts comprising 48 states. 


"We appreciate the splendid work 


thut the various county committees 
are doing.

Gas Rate Case 


Texarkana Voter Seeks to 
Enjoin City Council From 


Ordering Election 


TEXARKANA—In the gas rate con- 


troversy between 
Texarkana, Ark., 


and the Southern Cities Company, H. 
M. Barney, Texarkana attorney, as a 
voter and taxpayer, filed a petition in 
Chancery Court Tuesday to enjoin 
the City Council from ordering a ref- 
erendum election on a compromise 
settlement of gas rates between the 
city and the Southern Cities Com- 
pany nearly two years ago. 


Following this settlement dissatisfied 


persons presented a petition to the City 
Council asking for a referendum elec- 
tion, but the request was refused. The 
petitioners then brought suit in Cir- 
cuit Court to mandamus the council 
and won. The city appealed to the 
state Supreme court, where judgement 
of the Circuit Court was 
affirmed. 


The city took the case to the United 
States Supreme Court, where it was 
dismissed for want of jurisdiction. 


Later the state Supreme Court ren- 


dered an amended judgment calling- 
attention to certain technical defects 
in the original petition filed with the 
City Council and intimaating that the 
adjudication of the question could be 
properly disposed of only by the chan- 
cery Court. 
Recently proponents of 


the referendum, headed by Attorney 
Ben E. Carter, renewed their request 
to the City Council for a referendum 
but their request again was rejected. 
Barney's suit today is said to be for 
the purpose of 
forestalling another 


mandamus procedure which it is said 
the referendum supporters are prepar- 
ing to file. 


Barney's petition ' alleged that the

would mean only additional litigation 
costs to the taxpayers without serving 
any good purpose.

came word that "no further negotia- 
tions nor resumed negotiations with 
the kidnapers have been reported to 
us, and nothing is known of any an- 
ticipated resumption." 


Colonel Lindbergh himself was au- 


thority for the statement 
that "by

and notes received from the kidnap- 
ers contact was maintained between 
the family and the kidnapers until 
final arrangements'"were made for'the 
payment of the ransom by the inter- 
mediary in

The retired educator was not men- 


tioned by name, but it was clear that 
it was his work, Including the adver- 
tisements signed "Jafsie," which made 
possible the negotiations culminating 
in the futile $50,000 ransom payment, 


Both Dr. Condon and Colonel Hen- 


ry Brcckenridge, Lindbergh attorney, 
it was understood, conferred with Col- 
onel H. Norman Schwarzkopf in New 
York Monday. 


Colonel Schwarzkopf, who has ad- 


mitted only that

saw Colonel 


Breckinridge, disclosed the conference 
was held In an apartment of Mrs. 
Dwight Morrow, mother of Mrs. Lind- 
bergh.

"mail from foreign countries is still 
pouring in and the kidnapers and the 
baby at one time or another have been 
reported in almost every part of the 
world." 


It was learned that a part of the 


day's police activity was the dispatch 
oi detectives to the Morrow home at 
Englewood, N. J., to obtain statements 
from all the servants there. 


A published report that Mrs. Lind- 


bergh had collapsed was termed ut- 
terly false by an excellent source. A 
caller at the Lindbergh home during 
the day was her close friend, Mrs. 
John Gricr Hibbcn, wife of the presi- 
dent pf Princeton University. 


"I brought a message and that is 


all I can say," Wrs. Hibben asserted 
afterward.

SHANGHAI.—Shanghai's Japanese- 


supported Chinese puppet government, 
or the so-called "District Maintenance 
Committee," which functioned within 
the Japanese-occupied zone, has been 
dissolved, according to a communique 
from the Japanese naval headquarters 
Tuesday night. 


Japanese consular officials are non- 


committal, but admitted that an at- 
tempt to create a puppet regime with- 
in the Japanese military lines was. not 
found "conducive to peace and order?' 
The, real reason for the Japanese de- 
cision to abolish the regime apparently 
is due to .the strong protest lodged 
with'Japanese* authotitiesXlast, Satur- 
day .by the American ^Onsu]|ate.i., 


The-American'consular* protest'.was 


inspired' by the complaints of Aitieri. 
can companies 'that the ChiijfoSr^iJp 
pet regime, with the apparent conniv- 
ance of the Japanese military, was 
trying to force all firms with property 
in the Chapel area to pay large sums 
of money under the guise of "protec- 
tion." 
' 


One large American concern, which 


desired to remove a quantity of lum- 
ber and machinery from Chapel, was 
notified that the property could not be 
moved unless the puppet regime were 
given $5,000. As a r'seult, the Amer- 
ican firm reported the incident to the 
consulate. 


The so-called' Chinese district com- 


mittee was formed a fortnight ago, 
with the declared intention of estab- 
lishing a municipal government within 
the Japanese zone similar to Japanese 
practice in Manchuria. The Nanking 
government, as well as Mayor Wu 
Teh-Chen, of the Chinese municipality 
of Greater Shanghai, immediately pro- 
tested and issued warrants to arrest 
all concerned in the movement.
